ELECTION COMMISSION OF INDIA 
NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 5th August, 1996 

O. N. 203(E),—Whereas, sub-section (1) of Section33 read with the Explanation to Section 52 of the Representation of 
the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951), as amended by the Representation of the People (Amendment) Act, 1996 (21 of 1996), 
provides that a candidate who is not set up by a recognised political party shall not be deemed to be duly nominated for election 
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from a Parliamentary or Assembly Constituency unless his nomination paper is subscribed by ten proposers being electors of 
the constituency; 

2. And whereas, the effect of the above amendment made to sub-section (1) of section 33 of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1951 is that in a Parliamentary or Assembly constituency the nomination of a candidate, who is set up either by a 
recognised National party or by a recognised State party, in the State or States in which it is so recognised as a State party, shall 
be required to be subscribed only by one elector of the constituency as proposer; 

3. And whereas, paragraph 13 of the Election Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) Order, 1968 lays down as to when 
a candidate shall be deemed to be set up by a political party, including the recognised National and State parties, at an election 
in a Parliamentary or Assembly Constituency and provides as follows:— 

“13. When a candidate shall be deemed to be set up by a political party.—For the purpose of this Order, a candidate 
shall be deemed to be set up by a political party if, and only it— 

(a) the candidate has made a declaration to that effect in his nomination paper; 

(b) a notice in writing to that effect has, not later than 3 p.m. on the last day of withdrawal of candidatures, been 
delivered to the returning officer of the constituency, 

(c) the said notice is signed by the President, the Secretary or any other office bearer of the party and the 
President, Secretary or such other bearer is authorised by the party to send such notice; and 

(d) the name and specimen signature of such authorised person are communicated to the Returning Officer of the 
constituency and to the Chief Electoral Officer of the State, not later than 3 p.m. on the last date for with¬ 
drawal of candidature."; 

4. And whereas, under the amendment sub-section (1) of section 33 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951, the 
Returning Officer shall have to be satisfied at the time of the scrutiny of nominations under section 36 of the said Act on the date 
appointed for the scrutiny of nominations under clause (b) of Section 30 that Act whether a candidate has been duly set up by a 
recognised National or State party or not, where a candidate claims to have been so set up by a recognised National or State party 
and whose nomination paper is subscribed only by one elector of the constituency as proposer, so as to decide whether his 
nomination is valid or not; 

5. And whereas, for the purposes of the aforesaid satisfaction of the Returning Officer at the time of scrutiny of 
nomination papers, the official intimation from the concerned political party in relation to the said candidate as having been set 
up by that party must be received by him well before the fixed for the scrutiny of nomination papers; 

6. Now. therefore, the Election Commission has decided that the notice from the party referred to in clauses (b) and (c) 
of paragraph 13 of the Election Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) Order, 1968 and the name and specimen signature of the 
authorised person of the party referred to in clause (d) of the said paragraph 13 must reach the Returning Officer of the constitu¬ 
ency and the Chief Electoral Officer of the State not later than 3 pm. on the last date for making nominations as appointed under 
clause (a) of Section 30 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951. 

7. Consequently, the Election Commission, in exercise of the powers under Article 324 of the Constitution read with 
sections 33 and 52 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 and Rules, 5 and 10 of the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961 
and all other powers enabling it in this behalf, hereby makes the following Order to flirther amend the Election Symbols 
(Reservation and Allotment) Order, 1968, namely:— 

1. Short title and Commencement—This order may be called the Election Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) 
(Amendment) Order, 1996. 

2. Amendment to para 13 of the Election Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) Order, 1968. —For the existing 
para 13 of the Election Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) Order, 1968, the following para shall be substituted:— 

“13. When a candidate shall be deemed to be set up by a political party.—For the purposes of this Order, a 
candidate shall be deemed to be set up by a political party if, and only if :— 

(a) the candidate has made a declaration to that effect in his nomination paper, 

(b) a notice in writing to that effect has, not later than 3 p.m. on last date for making nominations, been delivered 
to the Returning Officer of the constituency and the Chief Electoral Officer of the State; 

(c) the said notice is signed by the President, the Secretary or any other office bearer of the party and the Presi¬ 
dent, Secretary or such other office bearer is authorised by the party to send such notice; and 

(d) the name and specimen signature of such authorised person are communicated to the Returning Officer of the 
constituency and to the Chief Electoral Officer of the State, not later than 3 p.m. on the last date for making 
nominations.”
